The court 
also was asked to enjoin the de- 
fendants from withdrawing any 
rationed foods stored in rented 
lockers at the Clayton establish- 
ment except on surrender of the 
proper number of ration coupons 
to the OPA for cancellation. De- 
fendants further would be re- 
quired to file with the OPA an 
inventory of all rationed foods 
stored in their lockers. 

Sandison said the OPA today 
mailed 45 letters to customers 
who had surrendered food points 
to the Clayton locker establish- 
ment without purchasing or re- 
ceiving any foods at the time the 
points were handed over.

“This is the voice of freedom, 
Gen. MacArthur speaking: 

“People of the Philippines: I 
have returned. By the grace of 
Almighty God, our forces stand 
again on Philippine soil—soil con- 
secrated in the blood of our two 


peoples. We have come, dedicated 
and committed, to the task of de- 
stroying every vestige of enemy 
control over your daily lives and 
of restoring, upon a foundation of 
indestructible strength, the liber- 
ties of your people. 

“At my side is your president, 
Sergio Osmena, worthy successor 
of that great patriot, Manuel Quez- 
on, with members of his cabinet. 
The seat of your government is 
now therefore firmly  re-estab- 
lished on Philippine soil. 

“The hour of your redemption 
is here. Your patriots have dem- 
onstrated an unswerving and reso- 
lute devotion to the principles of 
freedom that challenges the best 
that is written on the pages of 
human history. I now call upon

We shall restore stoten goods 
and looted wealth to their right- 
ful owners. We shall strangle the 
black dragon of Japanese militar- 
ism forever.” ' 

The Philippine invasion redeems 
the pledge made when American 
troops surrendered on Corregidor 
and marks another “way station 
on the road to Japan,” he said, 
adding: “We promised to return; 
we have returned.” 

Secretary of State Hull in a 
statement reaffirmed this Gov- 
ernment’s pledge of independence 
for the people of the Philippines, 
and said the current operation 
exemplifies “the fighting spirit 
our officers and men—a guaran 
tee of complete triumph over 
our enemy in the Pacific.” 


In another message, Roosevelt 


asked President Sergio Osmena‘to | 


tell the Philippine people that 
“when the Japanese invaders have 
been driven out, the Philippines 
will take their place as a free and 
‘ndependent member of the family 
f nations.”

Message to Osmena, 


| President Roosevelt’s message to 
President Osmena of the Philip- 
pines follows: 

“Please deliver the following 
message to the Philippine people 
from me:

voked and treacherous attack up- 
on the Philippines nearly three 
long years ago have aroused in 
the hearts of the American people 
a righteous anger, a stern deter- 
mination to punish the guilty and 
a fixed resolve to restore peace 
and order and decency to an out- 
raged world. 
“Until we were attacked at

| Avoided Acts of War. 


“‘For half a century, in spite 
of signs of a decadent and mili- 
taristic Japanese leadership, we 
}studiously avoided any acts that 
‘might provoke distrust or alarm. 
Our decency was mistaken for

| “‘Our plans for the dignity and 
freedom for the people of the Phil- 
| Ippines have been ruthlessly—but 
‘only temporarily — brushed aside 
|by Japanese acts of exploitation 
‘and enslavement. When the Jap-

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Yes and No, F.D. R. Says to Query 
On His Part in Leyte Invasion Plan 


Several Proposals Were Discussed at His

Pearl Harbor Conference but Order for Par- 
ticular Campaign Followed Return to U.S.

WASHIMGTON, Oct. 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, looking greatly 
refreshed and radiating satisfac- 


George C. Marshall, chief of staff, 
had received a message from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur during the 
night, reporting that American in- 
vasion losses at Leyte had been 
extremely light, that all landings 
had been on schedule, that splen- 
did progress had been made and 
that the Japanese forces in the 
south had been practically cut off. 
Gen. MacArthur’s message fol- 
lows: 

“There were extremely light 
losses and all landings were made 
on schedule. The enemy was 
caught strategically unaware and 
there was splendid progress of 
operation in every respect. - The 
enemy anticipated an attack more 


to the south. His Mindanao forces 
are no longer an immediate fac- 
tor and are practically cut off.” 

Asked if the Leyte campaign 
plan had been drawn up while he 
was in Pearl Harbor recently con- 
ferring with MacArthur, Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz and _ other 
Army and Navy leaders, the Pres- 
ident replied, yes and no, and 
added that he could not say yes 
or no. 

Several plans had been dis- 
cussed during the Pearl Harbor 
conference, he said, including the 
Leyte campaign, and there had 
been orders for this particular 
campaign after he had returned 
to this country. 

Comments on Operations. 


Commenting directly on Mac- 
Arthur’s operations, the President 
observed that he thought he need 
not say anything about the gen- 
eral satisfaction throughout the 
country over this landing. The 
country, he added, had waited .a 
long time, and the people must be 
particularly happy that Mac- 
Arthur’s dream and his statement 
from Bataan had been realized. 
He, the Army and the Navy, the 
President said with emphasis, 
have returned to the Philippine 
Ishands, 

As a sidelight, the President dis- 
closed that the White House had 
expected the MacArthur communi- 
que earlier than it had been re- 
ceived. There had been an “alert” 
here at 9 p. m., he said, but the of- 
ficial word was not received until 
1 a.m. This delay, which is being 
checked, he said, might have been 
due to Japanese blocking of air 
communications.” 

The result was that the story 
»}missed the early editions of morn- 
ing newspapers. 

Feeling Tough, He Says. 

The President was in a happy 
mood, or as he phrased it in de- 
clining to answer the question, he 
was feeling tough. His color, de- 
spite the autumnal weather, 
seemed exceptionally fresh. Part 
of this may have been due to the 
fact that he usually appears more 
carefree at the morning press con- 
ferences than at those late in the 
afternoon. 

Prompted by White House Sec- 
retary Steve Early, the President 
announced that his radio time at 
the Foreign Policy Association 
dinner tomorrow night in New 
York "City had been extended 15 
minutes, so that hé will have 45 
minutes instead of the originally 
planned half hour. Broadcasting 
of the speech will begin at 8:30 
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p.m. St. Louis time. 

With a laugh, the President said 
that the extension did not mean 
that he would use the full 45 min- 
utes but only that he did not want 
to be cut off as Orson Welles had 
been cut off the other night (at 
the Herald Tribune Forum, at 
which Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
made a foreign policy speech), 

Asked if he had listened to 
Dewey that night, the President 
replied that he had. 

. “What did you think of his de- 
livery?” a reporter asked. 

Roosevelt replied, amid laughter 
from the assembly, that nobody 
was interested in what he thought 
about such matters. 

“What did you think about the 
content of the speech?” the re- 
porter persisted: 

Again amidst laughter, the Pres- 
ident said he didn’t think the 
people were interested in that. 
When another reporter asked him 
to clarify his remarks, the Pres- 
ident said he would recall his first 
statement and say that he was 
not interested in these -things. 
With a laugh he added that he 
was not a controversialist and the 
reporter couldn’t make him one. 
Turns Aside French Question. 
The President made his “tough” 
remark after a reporter asked him 
if it was true that Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower had set aside several 
“interior zones” in France to be 
turned over to Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle. The President said that 
he understood that this proposal 
was still under study and that the 
reporter should take his inquiry 
to Eisenhower. 

“Will this make any difference 
in the diplomatic situation?” 
pressed the reporter. 

The President replied that this 
was an iffy question and that he 
did not intend to answer it, add- 
ing that he was feeling tough this 
morning. 


Stettinius Doesn’t: Think Britain 
Will “Scoop” U. S, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. (AP).— 
Under Secretary of State Edward 
Stettinius Jr. answered “No” today 
to a question whether he thought

The soft- 
spoken student quickly adapted 
himself to taking orders and giv- 
ing them. He was sent to Cuba 
in 1898 as a nocommissioned offi- 
cer and when mustered out the 
following year re-enlisted in the 
regular Army, sailing for Luzon 
to fight under Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur. One of the West Pointers 
who was also in the field at this 
time was Gen. MacArthur’s son 
Douglas. 


Promotions came slowly to the 
professional soldier in the follow- 
ing years, and Krueger was a Cap- 
tain in 1916 when the Mexican 


border Incident developed, He was 
elevated to Lieutenant Colonel and 
led thé Tenth Pennsylvania In- 
fanitry on a punitive expedition. 
During his rise from the ranks he 
became known as a strict disci- 


plinarian but as an officer who 
dealt fairly and without prejudice 
toward his men, 

In the first World War Krue- 
ger was the acting chief of staff 
of the Eighth Division and later 
chief of staff of the A. E. F. Tank 
Corps, for which he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. 

He was placed in command at 
Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis, 1932, 
receiving a promotion to full Col- 
onel while in that post. From Jef- 
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ferson Barracks he was moved to 
the War Plans Division of the 
War Department general staff at 
Washington, and served as a mem. 
ber of the joint Army-Navy board. 

Then, as a Major General, he 
was given command of the Eighth 
Army Corps with headauarters at 
San Antonio, Texas.

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AUGUST FINK ON STAND 
DENIES KILLING WOMAN 


Admits He Spent Several 
Hours in Her Store on 
Night of Murder. 


August W. Fink, testifying in 
his own defense, denied this after- 
noon that he killed Mrs. May 
Vocks last Feb. 28, but admitted 
he spent several hourg in her con- 
fectionery the night she was stran- 
gied and beaten. Fink testified an 
oral confession he made was given 
because he was “worn out from 
unending questioning.” The case 
Was expected to go to the jury 
late today. 

The coat which Fink wore at 
the time he is charged with the 
woman's death was prepared for 
showing to the jury, but this was 
prevented by absence from the 
city of Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, 
who operates the police labora- 
tory. He had been ealled to 
testify bloodstains on the coat and 
on Mrs. Vocks’ dress were of the 
same type. Alvin J. McFarland.

Cliffe said Fink then related 
the story which has been told the 
jury several times, of how Mrs. 
Vocks, a 63-year-old widow, ad- 
mitted him to the confectionery 
at 2931 Ivanhoe avenue after it 
had closed the night of Feb. 27; 
eof a quarrel over another woman, 
and of how he allegedly hit her 
with a bottle, tied the towel 
around her neck and then scat- 
tered papers about to give the 
appearance of a robbery. 

Fink, a machinist, is 42 years 
old. He said he and Mrs. Vocks 
had been keeping company about

The itinerary of a 50-mile motor 
tour by President Roosevélt, which 
will take him through four of 
New York City’s five boroughs be- 
fore Saturday’s midday throngs, 
was announced yesterday. 

Police arrangements, probably 
the most extensive since the visit 
of England’s King and Queen in 
1939, indicated they were expect- 
ing several million persons to see 
the President, who is coring bere 
to speak Saturday night before 
the Foreign Policy Association. 

The President will go through 
Brooklyn, Queens, the Bronx and 
Manhattan, skipping only Rich- 
mond (Staten Island) borough. 

The President will inspect the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, then go to 
Ebbets Field for a campaign rally 
for United States Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, then to the Bronx to 
inspect the naval training station 
for Waves at Hunter College, and 
finally Manhattan. The itinerary 
includes Harlem, the west side 
garment district’and Times 
Square. The area, with the excep- 
tion of Queens, is overwhelmingly 
Democratic.

i PHIL M. DONNELLY 


JEAN PAUL BRADSHAW 


Probably no other nominee for 
Governor in the history of Mis- 
souri has had the _ exhaustive 
knowledge of the intricate details 
of the State government and the 
grasp of State governmenta! prob- 
lems that State Senator Phil M. 
Donnelly, the Democratic nominee 
this year, has acquired in his 20 
years in the Senate. 


In that period he has served as 
chairman of the Judiciary, Ways 
and Means, Highways and other 
important committees which have 
shaped virtually all the legislation 
of major concern to the State. He 
has twice been chairman of the 
Statute Revision Commission, 
which completely revised the Mis- 
souri laws, and in that capacity 
did a major part of the work per- 
sonally while directing the whole. 
On a number of occasions as 
President Pro Tem of the Senate, 
he has been Acting Governor 
when both the Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor were out of the 
State. 


Donnelly’s record in the Senate 
Supports the conclusion that he 
would be a fairly progressive but 
mot a crusading Governor. He is 
a partisan Democrat but his par- 
tisanship has not been offensive 
enough to the Republicans of his 
district to prevent his election 
three times, the district being 
close politically and recently hav- 
id been Republican on other of- 

ices, 


Criticised for Partisanship. 


On occasions Donnelly’s parti- 
sanship has led him to actions 
in the Senate which have sub- 
jected him to severe public crit- 
icism, but on other occasions he 
has rejected the party organiza- 
tion demands and has been out- 
standingly independent in his ac- 
tions. 


Although he took no active part 
fin the governorship steal in the 
1941 Legislature, he “went along” 
with the party organization in 
support of all the legislative steps 
through which it expected to de- 
prive Gov. Donnell, Republican, 
of the office to which he had 
been elected, and to seat his de- 
feated Democratic opponent, Law- 
rence McDaniel. 


But when it came to support- 
ing the corrupt Kansas City Pen- 
dergast police machine, Donnelly 
balked and gave active support 
to Gov. Stark on his bill to abolish 
municipal machine control of the 
Kansas City Police Department 
and place that control with the 
State. Under the leadership of 
Senator M. E. Casey, Pendergast 
Senator from Kansas City, the 
party organization there fought 
by every legislative trick to de- 
feat the Governor’s program, but 
Donnelly supported the Governor 
in preventing the adoption of 
crippling amendments and in the 
final vote on the bill. 

He was the author of the bill 
t6 take the enforcement of the 
State Liquor Department out of 
politics, setting up a bipartisan 
provision for the appointment of 
State liquor inspectors along lines 
similar to the State Highway 
Patrol. | 


Broke With Old Combine. — | 


In his earlier years in the Sen- 
ate, Donnelly supported the Casey- 
Kinney-Brogan combine, which 
for years ruled the Senate, but 
later he broke with this group 
and pursued an _ independent 
course. 


Until the last session of the Leg- 
islature he was a stickler for the 
observance of the “Senatorial cour- 
tesy” rule, which*has blocked the 
passage of much meritorious legis- 
lation. Although a supporter of 
proposals to reduce the exhorbi- 
tant small loan interests rates in 
the fight waged by Senator Rus- 
sell L. Dearmont in 1929, Donnelly 
voted against forcing a committee, 
which was suppressing the bill, 
to report the measure for action on 
the floor. Later when a similar 
bill was reported out by another 
committee he gave it his full sup- 
port. 

In the last Legislature he re- 
versed this policy and made a mo- 
tion to require the Senate Com- 
mittee on Banking to report out 


a bill to permit banks to engage | 
in the making of small loans. The | 


bill had been arbitrary held up 
by the committee. But Donnelly 
met the same sort of opposition 
to which he had contributed his 
support on other occasions, the 
Senate standing by “senatorial 
courtesy” and refusing to require 
the report. 

For many years a loca! trial at- 
torney for the Frisco Railroad in 
south-central Missouri, Donnelly 
has shown an inclination to view 
legislation from the standpoint of 
corporations, but his record is not 
-one of a corporation legislator. He 
supported the terminable permits 
bill, under which the St. Louis 
street car company hoped to ob-

Donnell 
to fill a vacancy. This work, to- 
gether with eight years he served 
as assistant counsel in the State 
Highway Department, an appoint- 
ment he received immediately on 
his graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri Law School, con- 
stitutes his experiénce in public 
affairs. 

‘His platform advocates the de- 
velopment of Missouri as an ag- 
ricultural state. The solution of 
Missouri’s economic problems de- 
pends chiefly, he contends, on the 
solution of its farm problems. 
The state is predominantly ag- 
ricultural, devoted especially to 
the raising of livestock, he states, 
and farms constitute a large part 
of the state’s undeveloped natu- 
ral resources. New wealth must 


economy, he says, adding that this 
can be accomplished by a farm 
program designed to achieve max- 
imum production of food products 
constantly in demand, 


In Dairy Business. 


He has become especially inter- 
ested in dairy development in Mis- 
souri. With three associates, he 
purchased a small dairy three 
years ago and began contracting 
with farmers in the area for milk 
supply. This association now sup- 
plies all the milk for Fort Leonard 
Wood and also provides milk in 
large quantities for the St. Louis 
market. The gross sales ‘of the 
milk through this organization is 
said to be in excess of a million 
dollars annually. 

When he began his campaign 
for the governorship, it was en- 
tirely on his own ambition and he 
made an active canvass for sup- 
port in Southern Missouri and 
sought support of party leaders in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. It was 
not until Boss Mattingly directed 
his political followers to support 
Bradshaw, however, that he was 
considered as having any chance 
to get the Republican nomination. 

Neither as Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of a small rural county nor 
in the exercise of the routine legal 
duties in the Highway Depart- 
ment did Bradshaw establish any 
public record which attracted 
statewide attention. Although he 
is friendly, makes a good speech 
and is a good “hand-shaker,” 
Bradshaw had little political’ fol- 
lowing until Mattingly took over 
the direction of his political 
career, 


Victory for Mattingly. 

| The support and direction of 
Mattingly resulted in Bradshaw 
winning the nomination from 
Charles Ferguson of Willow 
Springs, well-known Republican 
leader, who had been active in 
public affairs of Missouri for 30 
years. Mattingly-dominated com- 
mitteemen in the out-state sec- 
|tions and especially in St. Louis 
‘exerted pressure on their organi- 
gations to support Bradshaw and 
Ferguson, who had a long-stand- 
ing political feud with Mattingly, 
'was defeated by Bradshaw by 18,- 
' 000 votes. 

| Bradshaw was born in Iberia, 
‘Miller County, but was reared in 
| Lebanon, where State Senator Phil 
_M. Donnelly, his Democratic op- 
ponent for the governorship, also 
lives. During the Republican pri- 
mary campaign, Ferguson charged 
that he had urged Bradshaw to 
file a candidate for Senator 
| against Donnelly in the 1940 elec- 
‘tion, but that no candidate filed 
and Donnelly was re-elected with- 
out opposition, although the coun- 
ty went Republican by 2000 votes. 
|Bradshaw denied he had been re- 
guested to see that a candidate 
filed against Donnelly, and said 
'it was not his duty to see that the 
‘Republican ticket was filled.

This ultimate objective, as Adm. 
|Nimitz has repeatedly pointed out, 
is the establishment of Allied air 
power on the continent of Asia, 
which is the only place that is big 
enough for the deployment of the 
huge air forces at the disposal of 
the United Nations, or which will 
be at their disposal when the Euro- 
pean war is: over. 

The time factor is not only the 
urgency of coming to decisive 
grips with the Japanese but also 
the much more pressing urgency 
at this particular moment of giv- 
ing such aid to our Chinese allies 
as shall prevent a military and po- 
litical collapse of China. A fur- 
ther gain in the retaking of the 
Philippines will be, of course, the 
severance of the Japanese lines of 
communication with their south- 
ern garrisons in the Netherlands 
Indies, Malaya, Burma,  Indo- 
China, and Thailand, gad the cut- 
ting off of the supplies of oil, iron, 
rubber, tin and other raw materials 
which Japan draws from these re- 
gions. 


Piecemeal Process. 


If, as seems altogether possible, 
our commanders are now. proceed- 
ing with the Philippine step in 
this general strategic plan, we 
should not expect that decisive 
success will be quickly and easily 
achieved. The process will un- 
doubtedly be a piecemeal one, be- 
ginning with operations for es- 
tablishing land-based aircraft with- 
in the Philippine archipelago and 
then the cutting of the inter-island 
communications of the Japanese 
so as to isolate their various gar- 
risons and permit their reduction 
one by one. 

Some of these garrisons may be 
left, as other Japanese garrisons 
have been, to “wither on the 
bough”; but they will not be so 
‘long in the withering as the Jap- 
anese garrisons in some of the Pa- 
cific islands, because the Philip- 
pines, unlike the Pacific atolls, 
are inhabited by a numerous, 
brave and warlike population 
which has not enjoyed the Jap- 
anese occupation and will gladly 
help 
their unwelcome visitors, as soon 
as they can be provided with 
arms for that purpose. 

Undoubtedly the Philippine op- 
eration, considered by itself, ulti- 
mately will be directed toward the 
recovery of the island of Luzon, 
the principal island of the archi- 
pelago. It is also, of course, the 
island in which the Japanese 
strength is greatest. We may ex- 
pect to find that strength con- 
centrated in the area around Ma- 
nila Bay and Lingayen Gulf, the 
one part of the island which has 
a reasonably good road net, and 
the area which contains not only 
the two best harbors (Manila and 
Subic Bay) but most of the air- 
fields. This region is the heart 
of the Japanese fighting power 
in the Philippines, 


Ryukyu Operations. 


Our operations along the Ryu- 
kyu chain and against Formosa 
have been directed toward cutting 
off the Philippines from help 
from Japan. The air attacks 
against this “heart” region have 
been intended to reduce the Jap- 
anese fighting power actually in 
the Philippines by striking at the 
centers of that power. 

The logical next step is to se- 
cure a lodgement for our land- 
based aircraft somewhere on the 
outer fringe of the great archi-

Jefferson, Too, a Red 


After the ballots have been counted, and the 
inquisition comes to an end, many will look 
back at the current campaign with a sense of 
amazement, for few such have been waged since 
Thomas Jefferson was a candidate 144 years ago. 

Such was the bitterness of the Federalists 
and Tories against this philosopher of the rights 
of man that the historian John Fiske remem- 
bered that his grandmother had hid her Bible 
the night of the election to keep it from being 
burned by “that awful atheist.” 

Jefferson then was persecuted as persistently, 
and as unfairly, as Franklin Roosevelt is being 
prosecuted today. Every letter he wrote was 
searched for sentences to lift out of context so 
that their intendment could be twisted and good 
will made to do him harm. Inasmuch as the 
author of the Declaration was one of the most 
industrious of our letter writers and document 
drafters, the half-truths from the Federalists’ 
poison pens filled countless columns. 

Jefferson’s election,. they warned, would pull 
down the pillars of the new Federal Union. 
Not only was he atheist, but he wore “the red 
cap of France’’—supposedly the great Com- 
munist menace of that day. But, as Prof. John 
Cramer, the Ohio historian, has pointed out, 
“we have but to look back to the history of the 
Jefferson administration to judge if it justified 
the fears of those who accysed him of being 
steeped in the Communistic philosophy of 
France.” . 

The Louisiana Purchase was assailed by New 
England Federalists in 1803 as destructive of 
the liberties of the states and peoples, but 
Jefferson’s act today is held the most states- 
manlike of his White House years, 

The chief case the Dewey prosecution Is pre- 
senting today is the supposed close alliance of 
the Roosevelt administration with the sinister 
forces of Communism. This leads them to charge 
that Mr. Roosevelt's election to a fourth term 
will just about destroy the Government of the 
United States. 

“We have read these stories before,” Prof. 
Cramer remarks. “The election of Jefferson 
would destroy our Government; the election of 
Jackson would install a despot; the election of 
Lincoln would destroy the Union. The amazing 
part is that our American Government has sur- 
vived the destructive influences of the Jeffer- 
sons, Jacksons and Lincolns for over 150 years.”

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Hopkins and Teheran

dispatched Hopkins to Moscow. 

The No. 1 Russian liked Hopkins, declared his 
determination to fight every inch of the way 
east, and revealed the facts of the Soviet war 
production and potential. Hopkins brought this 
news to the Atlantic Conference of early August, 
and it led to the conference in Moscow, Sept. 28- 
Oct. 2, at which Britain and America signed the 
Moscow Protocol of aid to Russia. These are the 
good reasons Hopkins was present in Teheran, 
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Only 18 days more of the Battle for Wash- 


ington. 
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Some Inter-Racial Achievements 
advances which St. Louis, as a 
municipal government, has made in the recent 
past are really remarkable.

Early in his administration, the Mayor ap- 
pointed a Race Relations Committee, which has 
since been working to give Negroes access to 
skilled employment, adequate low-cost housing, 
improved health and recreational facilities, and 
equity before the law. 

These are not mere promises, they are tangi- 
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The racial 


ble gains. They are gains made all the brighter 
by St. Louis’ long-time reputation for liberalism 
and for fair dealing between the races. And most 
valuable of all, they are earnests of an intention, 
an attitude, that promise a continuation of ‘sound 
advance for the future.

As Greece Is Freed 

Athens, the mother of democracy, is again 
under Greek government. The return from exile 
of Premier George Papandreou and the other 
Cabinet Ministers follows hard on the liberation 
of Athens last Sunday, even as the rest of the 
country is now being liberated. 

Greece, the Greece that has inspired the hearts 
of freedom-loving men, the Greece that Byron 
sang and died for, will be free again. But 
Greece must face the future in a state of ruin 
surpassing the antique material relics of the 
Greece that was before the Christian era. 

Out of 7,100,000 population, 500,000 are 
counted dead—45,000 killed by Bulgarians, 40,- 
000 hostages murdered by the Nazis, 8000 killed 
in guerrilla resistance, 11,000 cut down on the 
Albanian front, 450,000 dead of cold, starvation 
and disease. Sixty thousand suffer from wounds. 
As with the human beings so, too, the farms, 
the factories, the transportation equipment, all 
those resources whence come the nation’s livifig, 
have been and are being destroyed. 

The country suffered because Greeks resisted 
the conquerer. They fought everywhere, often 
with the most rudimentary weapons. No one who 
admires the shining deed against odds can for- 
get how a little Greek army made Mussolini's 
well-equipped hosts the world’s laughing-stock 
until the Nazi machine was thrown into the fray, 
The world will long remember, too, how Greek 
patriots went on cheerfully giving their lives to 
harass the hated invader. 

The Western love of liberty was born on the 
shores of the Aegean; the sacred flame burns 
there still without diminution. 

Here, if ever was, is a corner of the world 
where we should lend and give every needed 
resource. The Greek spirit lives. We have the 
material means to give it sustenance; we can 
well spare that small fraction of our means 
needed first to prevent further starvaffon and 
then to help a true brother people back on their 


feet.

We think the communities that have been 
dumping their smoke and soot on St. Louis for 
the past three days ought to be prompted by 
community pride to do something about it.

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Speaking of Election Barometers 

The search for a political barometer is an 
interesting election-year pastime. Maine long 
ago lost out as the State which infallibly fore- 
cast the trend of the nation. Now a veteran 
student of election statistics, Simon Michelet, 
has nominated the five so-called border states 
—Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
West Virginia—as dependable guides to the na- 
tional outcome. 

An analysis of the returns since 1920, says 
Mr. Michelet, shows that these five states are 
dependable guides, so he revises the slogan to 
read, “As go the five border states, so goes 
the presidential election.” The record isn’t per- 
fect, for Kentucky voted Democratic in 1920 
and Oklahoma in 1924, but it’s good enough for 
this prognosticator. 

It’s possible to go back one election, to that 
of 1916, and work out an even better set of 
barometer states than Mr. Michelet has con- 
trived. A glance at the returns shows that the 
following 12 states have voted for the winner in 
the last seven elections: Arizona, California, 
Idaho, Maryland, Missouri, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Ohio, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

And what does that prove? Nothing at all, 
except that the search for a political barometer

The people of the United States are mak- 
ing a tremendous sacrifice of human and 
material values to win a great war for 
civilization. They do not want to have 
this ghastly experience repeated. The peo- 
ple do not feel that it has to be repeated. 

But I must confess my grave doubt of 
this nation ever being able to take a lead- 
ing part in preserving peace so long as 
the two-thirds ratification rule remains in 
our Constitution. 


[ fear greatly that there will always be 
“willful men” in the Senate who, for per- 
sonal, political or emotional reasons, will 
be able to blast the hopes of the people for 
a peace that will prevent wars, 

By an unfortunate trick of fate, an 
amendment by James Madison in the Con- 
stitutional Convention, excepting treaties 
of peace from the two-thirds rule, although 
adopted on Bept, 7, 1789, warn eliminated 
the next day, As a result we have had an 
almost complete breakdown of the tr 
making ability of our nation, 
quently have witnessed the frustration of 
the ambitions of the people of America 
that our Government should lead the way 
toward world peace, 


From Washington to Roosevelt, from 
Secretary of State Jefferson to Secretary 
of State Hull, all Presidents and all Sec- 
retaries of State have had bitter and heart- 
breaking experiences with the two-thirds 
ratification rule. All of them have testi- 
fied, or doubtless would teatify, that it is 
an obstruction to the fulfillment of the 
righful hopes of our people. Today we are 
again paying dearly the price of maintain- 
ing the two-thirds rule. 


A Tool for Minorities 


Democratic and Republican Presidents 
alike have been defeated in their efforts 
to achieve world peace. This is true be- 
cause the rule has become an instrument 
in the hands of an irreconcilable minority 
to prevent the majority from carrying out 
its desires. 

The two-thirds rule prevented the an- 
nexation of Texas and Hawaii. They had 
to be brought in by a device which circum- 
vented the Constitution. The two-thirds 
rule prevented Grover Cleveland from ob- 
taining a treaty of arbitration from Great 
Britain. The rule defeated the Treaty of 
Versailles and the League of Nations. 


It was then the American people were 
shocked and greatly concerned, It will be 
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remembered that while the Senate debated, 
the world waited for peace. The 25 other 
nations besides ourselves which had been 
signatories of the Treaty of Versailles 
waited to know what the United States 
would do. After this spectacle, the Ameri- 
can people began to wonder whether the 
United States could wilaseesilhon have any 
foreign policy. 


Senator Lodge admitted that 80 per cent 
of the people wanted us to enter the 
League of Nations; yet the will of the peo- 
ple was thwarted, not by a majority of the

If we can trust a 
majority to declare war, can we not, with 
equal faith in the wisdom and judgment 
of the majority, trust it to ratify a peace 
treaty? 

No peace treaty can long be effective 
without implementing legislation which re- 
quires the approval of both houses of Con- 
gress, The members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, being closer to the people, 
should have a voice in seeing that the 
tragic error of 24 years ago is not repeated.

The pilgrim’s progress {gs a popular 
theme in English literature. This latest 
of many variations, by the prolifie pro 
fessor of philosophy at the University of 
London and participant in England’s “In- 
formation Please,” is a mixture of John 
Bunyan, Lewis Carroll and H. G. Wells. 

Possessing some of the symbolism of 
the first, a little of the nonsense of the 
second and a considerable sprinkling of 
the third’s shape of things to come, it fails 
to achieve the distinction of any. However. 
the illustrations by Mervyn Peake, rang- 
ing from the ridiculous to the repellent, 
remedy this lack in part. 


The Young Soldier, too handsome and 
clever to be more than a third cousin to 
GI Joe, meets a fairly stock assortment of 
types as he pursues his quest. These are 
presented with varying degrees of sym- 
pathy and completeness.

| PITTSBURGH, Pa. Oct. 20 
(AP).—Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
told a press conference today it 
was his belief that President 
Roosevelt’s decision to make a 
tour of New York City and a po- 
litical speech there tomorrow 
night indicates the Democrats are 
“trying to reverse a trend which 
‘is now so strong that it indicates 
a Republican victory in Novem- 
'ber.” Dewey arrived here at noon 
for a major campaign speech to- 
i night. ° 

The Republican presidential can- 
didate announced that he intended 
to speak on the status of white 
collar workers, who, he said, kre 
“becoming the forgotten man. 

(The speech will be carried by 
KSD at 8 o’clock St. Louis time) 

Dewey, who had complained 
earlier in the campaign that in- 
sufficient supplies and man power 
had been assigned to Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur in the Southwest 
Pacific, called MacArthur’s inva- 
sion of the Philippines “magnifi- 
cent news.” He decliend to dis- 
cuss the supply situation any fur- 
ther at this time, 

Before leaving Albany, N. Y., 
last night, Dewey indorsed a State 
Department warning to Nazi lead- 
ers that they would “pay the pen- 
alty for their heinous crimes” if 
they carried out reported plans to 
exterminate Poles, Jews and other 
non-German nationals held in con- 
centration camps. 

Dewey’s formal statement fol- 
lows: 

“Information comes to this coun- 
try from unquestionably reliable 
sources that the Nazis, trapped 
and knowing that they are faced 
with inevitable defeat, are now re- 
sorting to the known gangster ter- 
ror device of threatening to ex- 
terminate their very victims— 
Poles, Jews and other non-German 
nationals — now imprisoned by 
them in their horrible concentra- 
tion camps in parts of Poland and 
other countries still occupied by 
the Nazis. 

“The civilized world is now in a 
position in unmistakable terms to 
‘warn the Nazis — military com- 
'manders, members of the German 
'government, their aiders, abettors 
‘and supporters—that certain and 
‘inevitable justice awaits them for 
‘these brutal and wanton murders 
if their schemes should be carried

Another of those films about the European underground at 
work is “TILL WE MEET AGAIN”, at the FOX. This one has 
a different twist in that the American aviator, Ray Milland, 
is helped to escape by a novice from a French convent. It is 

also different in that there is no love interest. 
The novice, well played by Barbara Britton, and 
the aviator become good friends, bound by 
their mutual adventures and narrow escapes, 
and he kisses her hand as they part but there 
the “love” interest ends. Perhaps the addition 
of a romance would have helped the picture; at 
any rate it is lacking something. The adventures 
are not spectacular enough for an adventure picture and the 
audience keeps waiting for something else to happen, with the 
result that the ending is both melodramatic and unsatisfactory. 
On the plus side is Lucile Watson as the strong willed mother 
superior, and the appealing lines given Milland to speak as 
the aviator reminisces about his wife, child, and home life in 
America, and delivers a soliloquy on what constitutes a perfect 
marriage. 
Binnie and Beery in Barbary 

In “BARBARY COAST GENT”, OEW’'S STATE Thea- 
ter, Wallace Beery has the role of a man who believes “a guy 
who ain't never been honest ain't got no business  foolin’ 
around with it.” As “Honest” Plush Brangon, a four-flushing 

con man who hag worked his way up from rob- 
bing stage coaches (“Remember when me and 
you was worth $25,000—dead or alive?’’) to sell- 
ing fake gold mine stock, he promises his sweet- 
heart, Binnie Barnes, to go straight. He leaves 
San Francisco—this is in the year 1887—and 
goes to the Western _ boom town of Goldville, 
where he makes a good try at honesty but finds 
he hag to go back to robbing stage coaches in order to stay 
really honest, The results are pretty funny in che usual Beery 
fashion. Typical humor—the jingles written by Beery as the 
stage coach robber, Jingle Bill, and left with each pilfered 
Wells Fargo box: “Here in the forest primeval I want to ex- 
plain in verse, While money is the root of all evil the lack of 
money is worse.” 

Another approach to the juvenile problem is “MEET MISS 
BOBBY SOCKS”, LOEW’S second picture, in which pleasant 
fun is poked at the kids who swoon over crooners, and Louise 
Erickson turns in one of the best jobs yet done in the line of 
realistic teen agers. Bob Crosby, as the crooner, sings “Fellow 
on a Furlough”, “Come Rain, Come Shine”, and Louis Jordan 
does “Deacon Jones”. Lynn Merrick is the older woman of 
23 who gets the man.

For Fatigue

some recent research on the 

mechanism of fatigue. I will 
review it for the benefit of my 
readers, although I cannot say I 
think it clears very much up. But 
it happens to hit me at what has 
been, I believe, called a psycho- 
logical moment. 

If the rest of the world is half 
as fatigued as I am and I seem to 
see evidences that it is, it is fa- 
tigued indeed. ‘ Why shouldn't it 
be? The war has been so arranged 
that it would tire anybody out, 
seem to see evidences of it all 
about me-—in the new books, in 
the pronouncements of statesmen, 
in schemes for world planning. I 
suggest from the viewpoint of a 
physician, that after the war is 
definitely over we all have a peri- 
od of rest and recuper:.ion and 
try to renew the springs and wells 
of the spirit. 

Fatigue is the commonest of the 
symptoms of which the human 
race complains. And in spite of 
that we doctors are quite at a loss 
to explain what causes it. It is 
not always due to excessive or ex- 
tra exertion, That kind of fatigue 
is easy to understand and to 
remedy. But we all know the per- 
son who is tired all the time and 
never does any work. 

Anxiety is a cause of fatigue 
even if it is not accompanied by 
any particularly unusual activity. 
The Army and Navy medical 
corps are meeting it right along. 
It is sometimes called “Flying 
Stress,” sometimes “Operational 
Fatigue,” or “Combat Fatigue,” as 
the case may be. And it works in 


| HAVE just been looking over 


a vicious circle—anxiety causes_ 


the fatigue and the fatigue creates 
anxiety states. The medical reports 
on the men at Guadalcanal where 
there was no chance to relieve 
them adequately, are among the 
most graphic and pitiful in med- 
ical case reporting. 
oR... * 

The simplest fatigue states gives 
us a clue to the cause of some of 
the more complicated ones. 
Brought to the lowest common 
denominator the body gets tired 
when it performs muscular exer- 
tion over a certain period of time. 
This certain period of time varies 
with the individual. The feeling 
of fatigue is in this simplest form 
located in the muscles and we may 
assume that it is due to lack of 
food. Or rather to having all the 
available food used up. 

Schedule fatigue in school chil- 
dren is of this simplest form, The 
Joint Committee on Health Edu- 
cation has repeatedly insisted that 
school children have extra lunches, 
Especially in such cases as seen 
in these children who get food at 
7 a. m. and then cannot reach 
home for their next meal until 
about 2 p. m. 

People vary greatly, as is well 
known, in their needs for sleep 
and frequency of meals. The sim- 
ple mechanism of simple fatigue 
as outlined above may be the ex- 
planation for all forms of fatigue, 
no matter how much disguised it 
is in the complicated cases, Drs. 
Portis and Zitman, of Northwest- 
ern Medical School, have fqund in 
patients with fatigue neurosis, the 
neurasthenics, that the symptom 
may have a chemical explanation. 
We know the energy giving foods 
—the sugars and starches—are 
burned in the body by insulin se- 
creted by the pancreas. Perhaps 
the neurasthenics vary from other 
people in the habit of secreting 
more insulin than normals and 
hence using up their available food 
energy quicker. 

For these persons it is sug- 
gested that a diet high in cereals, 
bread, fruits, vegetables, desserts, 
and starch and sugar-containing 
beverages — milk and soft drinks 
—would be the proper one.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Thursday. 


CAME up to Buffalo last night 
| on the midnight train, and my 

old friend, Mrs. Norman Mack, 
met me and gave me a chance for 
a bath and breakfast at her very 
comfortable home. This was a 
wonderful way to start what will 
be a very busy day. 

At 10:30 I am to meet the press, 
and I imagine I will be asked 
whether I object to the skit which 
caused Mrs. ‘Mack to resign from 
the 20th Century Club here 
last week. Not having seen 
the skit, which reportedly satir- 
ized me, I can have no opinion on 
the subject, because in a thing like 
that it all depends on the way in 
which it is done. I can .emember 
many skits done by the newspaper 
women in Washington at their an- 
nual parties, and also when I used 
to give parties for them at the 
White House. Much fun was poked 
at me, but on the whole it was 
kindly fun and not meant to be 
really malicious or bitter. 

I have never been able to: see, 
however, how anyone could resent 
what people felt or said about you. 
One might be sorry that in some 
way one had hurt}or offended an 
individual or e group, but certain- 
ly in a free covatry everyone has 
a right to an opinion and to the 
expression of it. 

I am here today to speak at a 
Juncheon sponsored by the Inde- 
pendent Voters’ Committee for the 
re-election of Roosevelt on the 
importance of using one’s right to 
vote. A group of Y. M. C. A. peo- 


ple who are meeting here heard 
that I was coming, and asked me 
to stop in at one of their sessions. 
I want very much to stop at a lit- 
tle factory where handicapped 
people are being put to work; but 
I am told that this is only just 
started, and there may not as yet 
be a great deal to show in the way 
of accomplishment. 

Several girls who could not at- 
tend the luncheon asked to meet 
me at the train just before I leave. 
That will end my stay in Buffalo, 
and I will go on to Rochester, 
where I am attending a dinner 
under the auspices of the Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ Committee and 
where I shall speak on the same 
subject—the importance of voting. 
Then I take a night train back to 
New York City. ¢ 

I have received requests for 
clothes, blankets and other mate- 
rials from Belgian, Czecho-Slo- 
vakian, French, Italian and Greek 
relief groups—in fact, from all 
the countries which have suffered 
so terribly during this war. They 
also appeal for workers to help 
sort and pack these things, and 
to sew or knit, either in their 
workrooms or at home. The chil- 
dren in all of these countries are 
suffering from tuberculosis, rick- 
ets and malnutrition. 

I know that UNRRA has made 
an appeal, but*these separate or- 
ganizations appeal to people who 
have friends or relatives in these 
various countries. Such people will 
perhaps give more and do more if 
they feel they are giving to their 
own.

We broke up once, 
about a year ago, because 
he wouldn’t stay home with 
his family. He begged me 
to come back and even wrote me letters to that effect, but 
when I show them to him now he just pushes them aside. 
His father lives with us and knows he isn’t doing right, and 
sides with me. I go to my mother’s home on Wednesdays and 
help with the work, as she has been seriously ill. I feel it's 
the least I can do as my sister does the washing and ironing 
for her, and cooks the three meals a day. My husband claims 
I'm flying around having a good time, won't believe I’m at 
thy mother’s though Dad brings me home. My husband also 
goes out on Saturdays; doesn’t even come home for supper 
though I always have it ready for him. He tells me he’s go- 
ing with other women but I.don’t want to believe this, for 
if I lose the little faith I have in him I don’t believe I could 
go on. I'd hate to leave him, still I don’t think this home 
is any place in which to bring up a child. For my husband 
will come home all hours of the night, wake me up, quarrel 
and demand that I tell what I’ve done every minute of the 
day. I never have any money to go anywhere, so I just sit 
home while he goes out, or while he sleeps the nights he does 
stay in. We haven’t been out together since before our little 
girl was born. This doesn’t seem right to me. And so much 
of the time I sit around and cry. He tells me I nag him. If 
I had we'd have been separated long ago. I’ve offered to work 
nights so we'd have a little more money, but he refuses to 
stay in and watch the baby. Please tell me what to do.

It 
might help for you to take the youngster and return to your 
mother’s for a while. She evidently needs you and you could 
stay there until your husband agrees to act like a husband 
and not like the star boarder.

HE following cake ig a quick- 
T mixing type. While there is 
much to say in favor of many 
of these cakes, there is a little to 
say against some of them. Some 
have such a close texture and are 
so rich that they border on the 
heavy side and have a stick-to-the- 
palate quality that many people 
islike. The following cake is light 
in texture and just rich enough to 
use with a thick sweet sauce to 
make what is generally termed a 
Washington or Boston cream pie. 
Literally, this dessert ig not pie at 
all, but is cake with a soft filling. 
Usually the cake is of the sponge 
variety, but there is no reason 
why a lean “butter” type cake can- 
not be used. 
Orange Washington Pie, 
One and three-fourths cups sift- 
ed cake flour; two and one-fourth 
teaspoons baking powder; one- 
half teaspoon salt; one cup sugar, 
one-third cup shortening; two 
eggs; two-thirds cup milk; one 
and one-half teaspoons vanilla. 
Have all ingredients at room 
temperature. Sift together flour, 
baking powder, salt and sugar into 
large mixing bowl. Add the short- 
ening, eggs and one-half cup of 
the milk. Mix with a spoon until 
well blended. Beat with electric 
mixer for one minute at slow 
speed; add remaining milk and 
vanilla and beat for two minutes. 
Pour batter into two well greased 
eight-inch cake pans and bake at 
375 degrees F. for about 20 min- 
utes, or until layers test done, 
Allow to cool five minutes and 
then turn out of pans on to racks. 
Split one layer of the cake and 
spread lower half with the orange 
cream. Top with the remaining 
half and dust with confectioner’s 
sugar. Serves four. (Remaining 
layer may be used in any desired 
way). 
Orange Cream. 


Six tablespoons sugar; two ta- 
blespoons flour; one-eighth  tea- 
spoon salt; one-half cup milk; one 
egg, separated; one-fourth cup 
strained orange juice; one-half to 
three-fourths teaspoon grated or- 
ange rind; three-fourths teaspoon 
lemon juice; one teaspoon butter; 
one teaspoon vanilla. 

Combine one-fourth cup of the 
sugar, flour and salt in the top of 
a double boiler. Add milk gradu- 
ally until well blended. Cook over 
hot water until smooth and thick- 
ened. Add hot mixture to slightly 


i beaten egg yolk and return to top 


of double boiler. Add orange 
juice, rind and lemon juice and 
cook over hot water for three min- 
utes. Add butter and vanilla, 
Beat the remaining sugar into the 
stiffly beaten egg white and fold 
into the hot orange mixture.

‘Goin’ Up to 


Salem,' to Do a Little Trading, 
Shopping, Visiting and Sitting

SALEM, Mo., Oct. 19. 


OME Saturday afternoon and 
C all roads lead to Salem. To 

every town in Missouri the 
farmers come every Saturday aft- 
ernoon. If more of them come to 
Salem than to any other town it 
is because Salem is the biggest 
little town in the State. That is 
the claim made for it, and not 
without justification. For it is the 
only important town. in this 
Ozarks area, county seat of Dent 
County and located near its cen- 
ter. So on Saturday afternoon the 
countryside in every direction is 
drained of the farm folk who have 
worked hard all. the week and 
earned a half day of relaxation. 
They come to town to do their 
shoppin’ and their visitin’, mostly 
their visitin’, for here on the 
streets they meet the friends that 
they haven’t seen for a week, 
They meet and mingle on the side- 
walks, on the shady side in sum- 
mer and on the sunny side in win- 
ter, and spread out on the Court- 
house lawn, bidding at the auc- 
tion sale or listening to the 
preachin’. 

From time out of mind Salem 
has had its “Saturday-afternoon,” 
s0 named not as a day of the 
week but as a social institution 
and a town tradition. Folks call 
it goin’ up to Salem. There’s a 
reason for the saying. Salem is 
up hill from every direction. It 
sits on the crest of the Ozarks 
and out a little way from town is 
the divide where the waters flow 
north and south. It’s uphill work 
coming to town but it’s downhill 
going home and that helps, for 
when the day is done and it’s near 
to set of sun the folks are tired 
and there’s comfort in the easy 
going, with the chores at home 


yet to do. 
S Congressman W. L. Elmer, is 
good for the town people and 
good for the country folks. It 
makes them friendly to one anoth- 
er. Take the time of the bank 
trouble bacx in '31. The five banks 
of Salem were on the brink. A 
little push in the wrong direction 
would have put them out. The 
farmers could have given that 
push. The bankers frankly told 
them so at a meeting called to 
face the situation, “If you want 
to break the banks,” they were 
told, “you can do it, but if we all 
stand together we can  »pull 
through.” The farmers stood by 
and the banks pulled through. 
Not one of them closed its doors. 
Not a check was dishonored. 


The Saturday afternoon routine 
is always the same. Some come 
in before noon so as to be sure 
to find a parking place. These 
bring their lunches along and eat 
them in their cars or on the court- 
house lawn. In the early after- 
noon there is a constantly increas- 
ing flow of traffic from the foyr 
quarters of the compass and by 
mid-afternoon there are no park- 
ing places in the business section. 
The men and women gather in 
separate sidewalk groups and ex- 
change the news of their neigh- 
borhoods, The men talk politics 
and pick the next President. The 
women compare babies diligently 
and shop leisurely. The bobby-sock 
girls congregate and perambulate. 
The children scurry in and out 
finding their own amusement. 

It used to be that there was a 
good deal of diffident courting.

OUTH put over an old but 
Ss often effective hoax to bring 
home his contract in today’s

South achieved his first objec 
tive when he kept the opponents 
from outbidding him. Four hearts 
or four diamonds by East-West 


would have been a good save, as 
things turned out. 


West led his top heart. East 
collected the king and ace, then, 
when he saw declarer’s .queen 
drop, he shifted to the diamond 
king. The ace won and declarer 
let the spade queen ride for a 
finesse. West won and, to pre- 
vent diamond ruffing, returned a 
spade. Declarer won this in his 
own hand, then slyly led the club 
deuce to the ace and returned a 
small club. East fidgeted a little, 
but he finally concluded that if 
he played the king, declarer would 
ruff and later be able to discard 
on the club queen. So East ducked 
—and the blank jack made! De 
clarer now led a diamond; East 
had to win and could not take 
out dummy’s last trump, so de 
clarer easily ruffed a diamond 
for the fulfilling trick. 


It was shrewd of the declarer 
to pass up the club finesse on the 
theory that the king must be off- 
side after the very strong bidding 
from East, but it was correspond- 
ingly gullible for East to fall for 
the hoax. Surely, he should have 
realized, South would not have 
drawn trumps if he had had many 
diamonds to ruff, hence if East 
could not cash fn the club king, 
there simply was no way of de 
feating the contract,
